REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

While European document number EP 0 995 701 shows an apparatus for forming stacks 
of products in a horizontal row of compartments with a feed device that drops products into the 
compartments and a guide between the feed device and the compartments that guides the product 
between the discharge location of the feed device and the compartment, the guide device 
operated by reciprocating rather than in circulation as required by the independent claim. 
Furthermore, while the European document EP 1 148 014 shows a guide that operates in 
circulation, it operates below the compartments in which products are stacked and therefore 
cannot be used to guide the products between the discharge location of the feed device and the 
compartments as required by the independent claim.
